U. G. G. President Issues 
Statement on Wheat Policy 


♦ 


WINNIPEG, SEPT. 2ti—R.S. Law, pre¬ 
sident of United Grain Growers Limited, 
Iasi week issued a statement on behalf of 
the hoard ol directors of that company ad¬ 
vocating payment on an acreage basis to 
western farmers, comparable to the cost of 
living bonus, to compensate farmers for in¬ 
creased costs prevailing this year and to 
remedy the deficiency in western farm in¬ 
come. The statement is as follows: 

"It is becoming more evident every day 
that western wheat income is inadequate 
for the satisfactory maintenance of agricul¬ 
tural production in western Canada The sit¬ 
uation calls for full government review at 
tlie earliest possible moment to bring about 
an adjustment in this matter. Western far¬ 
mers are suffering not only from reduced 
production caused by adverse weather con¬ 
ditions and by their compliance with the 
government for wheat acreage reduction; 
they are also suff ering from increased costs 
of living and operation due to the rise of 
prices in Canada. Adjustment of income is 
required for exactly the same reasons which 
have brought about cost of living- bonuses 
in industry and in the civil service, and is 
more urgently - re* uired because farmers 
have to provide not only for cost of living 
but also for cost of operation. 

“There are several possible methods of 
making such an adjustment. One would be 
a considerable increase in the basis of initial 
payments lor wheat by the Canadian Wheat 
Board The board of directors 0 f United Grain 
Growers Limited advocated such an increase 
as far back as last January. It now feels it 
necessary however, because of subsequent 
developments, to put forward a suggestion 
for an alternative basis. One reason is that 
the government has now twice refused to 
make such an increase. Another is that ow¬ 
ing to new factors which hav e entered the 
situation an increase i n Wheat Board pay¬ 
ments would only partially meet the present 
problem. If granted, to make it reasonably 
satisfactoi y, it would be necessary to sup¬ 
plement it by direct payments jn respect to 
a large volume of \v - heat which cannot or 
will not be delivered j.y the Canadian Wheat 
Board this year, hut which farmers will dis¬ 
pose of otherwise, by sale on the open mar¬ 
ket, by feeding on their own farms or by 
sale to neighbors for feeding purposes. To 
farmers so disposing of their wheat, or to 
those who have had less than average yields, 
an increase in Wheat Board payments unless 
otherwise supplemented would either be a 
minor or an inadequate benefit. 

"Nevertheless, it is clear that it is in 
respect to wheat that farm income needs to 
be adjusled, for wheat is the one important 
commodity in Canada which is still selling 
on j basis of distressed pi ices. It is the 
wheat farmer on whose behalf adjustment 
is most urgently returned, and those fanners 
who have also other lines of production re¬ 
quire adjustment in respect to their wheat 
operations. SLfli 

“For such reasons the Iroard of direc¬ 
tors of United Grain Growers Limited advo¬ 
cates that there should be paid to each 
wheat farmer a bonus on h»s wheat acreage. 
It shoula oe applied not on the acreage ac¬ 
tuary seeded to wheat ir. 1911, but on what 
is kiuwii as ids basic wneat ucrege. That is 


the acreage established by the Canadian 
Wheat 13c.-mi for each individual farmer in 
order to rogu'ate quota deliveries of wheal 
this year. !♦ is with minor exceptions <>5 pel 
cent of t'lt acreage seeded t. wheat in Iff it). 
The tola 1 , of basic wheat acreages established 
by the Canadian Wheat Board is probably 
in the neigid'orhood of dghteen and one-half 
million acres. A payment of $3.00 per basic 
acre would amount to $5 ">..,00.00. Any cal¬ 
culation of wtstern farm income will show 
tha‘ far the current crop year it falls short 
by at least tiiat amount cl' enough to pro- 
v.de adequately for agricultural maintenance. 
That sucli an *stimate is moderate may be 
seen by noting that if western farmers and 
farm workers were to receive a cost of living 
bonus only on the same basis as is being 
widely applied to industrial and civil service 
v orkors, i< would amount to some $43,000,- 
('00 or more, and that their need for an td- 
just'r.ont, which ought to iover product ion 
as well as living costs is greater than that 
of wage earners 

"A few of the comparative advantage , 
of such a plan may be mentioned. It would 
be unnecessary I 01 the dominion Government 
t 0 reverse decisions it har already made. It 
would be in conformity with the acreage 
payments already provided for in connection 
with the wheat acreage reduction plan an I 
the assumption ia that plan of government 
responsibility for supplementing farmers’ 
limited income from wheat. It would not 
interfere with feeding of wheat to livestock. 
It corresponds in principle to the cost of liv¬ 
ing ponus given to wage earners. Its benefits 
are equitably distributed with no discrimina¬ 
tion against the farmer whose yields this • 
year were low. it would not require to ho - 
applied immediately to be effective, but nec¬ 
essary time could be taken by the govern¬ 
ment of Canada to study flic problem and 
possibly to bring the plan before Darlin ment 

“In reviewing the situation the govern¬ 
ment may properly take into account the 
fact that as a result of government ixfiic- 
ies in both countries much higher price*! 
now prevail for wheat in the United State 
than are available to Canadian fanner’. 
Prices there are quite on a parity with 
farmers’ costs, a state of affairs very 
very different to what prevails in western 
Canada. The contrast in conditi. ns north 
and south of the international border and 
the natural discontent which such a con¬ 
trast creates provide one more reason 
for asking government reconsideration rf 
the plight of the western Canadian wheat 
farmer. 

“In putting forward this plan th^ com¬ 
pany is showing no lack of sympathy with 
those who continue to support the plan 
which it earlier advocated, that of increas- 
ing wheat board initial payments. Their 
efforts are based on the same facts ns tb-> 
efforts of this company, the need of more 
farm income in western Canada, and th- 
need of government intervention in (he 
situation. To recognize such need is in line 
with the war effort of Canada, which for 
maximum effectiveness requires that agric¬ 
ulture be kept functioning not only 
strengthen the Canadian economy but 
to insure the maximum production of food 
for supplying Great Britain.
